Whan the Council committee met Sat- 


urday night the protests of indignant 
citizens noon asserted thembselves. Dis- 
patches had been received by every 
member of the Council from R. H. Da- 
vis, ,who owns much property In the 
neighborhood of the Cottage. He is in 
Santa Barbara on business at present, 
but he telegraphed "For God's Bake and 
Oakland's morals oppose Hosso's assig- 
nation house a license.',' 


Then there was a formidable protest 


signed by a number of tax-payers. Af- 
ter setting forth the fact that they wero 
residents and tax-payers in'the neigh- 
borhood of HOSBO'S Cottage they asked 
the Council not to grant the license on 
the ground that it IB "a disreputable' 
place, a disgrace to the neighborhood 
and a menace to children going to and 
from school-"—an injury to surrounding 
property by tending to depreciate the 
value of the same. The petitioners then 
set forth the fact that the neighbor- 
hood la a purely residence. one and 
signed their names as follows,: R, H. 
Davis, Samuel Gray, Graniville S. Ab- 
bott, D. A. Knight, Jas. Warner, J B. 
Johnston, S. S. Page, C. O. Brigham, 
Frank £1. Brigham, E. M. Gibson, E. H. 
Benjamin. 


This was not all. Edson Adams, 


Marcus D. Hyde and a number of other 
citizens were present and voiced thedr 
protest against granting the license. It 
was pointed out that the neighborhood 
waa occupied by families and that the 
Cottage was a most unwholesome place 
and would be a stain on the morals of 
the city. 


It did not take much argument to set- 


tle the question. The appeals Mr. Davis 
had telegraphed had hod a good ef- 
fect and furthermore it was known 
that Mrs. Davis had railed at the City 
Hall and had pleaded with the officials 
that for the, sake of herself and her 
children the license be not granted. 


Councllmen Rowe, Cuvelller, Upton 


and BroBnahan showed how they atood 
by denouncing the Cottage in the most 
emphatic and unqualified terms, but 
Councilman Henneberry, who said he 
had never Been anything -wrong about 
the cottage, was In favor of granting 
the license under the most stringent re- 
strictions. "If it la shown," he said, 
"that tho place la not being run in an 
orderely manner then let us close It 
up." 


The roll-call, though, was very deci- 


sive. It stood:

The mtetlng was called to order by 


Supervisor Tltmme andi J. M. Stow of 
Contra Costa was elected chairman of 
the meeting and Cralgle Sharp of Oak- 
land was made secretary. 
Mr Stow, 


•who v,as late at the feast, moved that 
IMr. Hemmo be made vice-chairman 
and that he act as chairman until the 
uhalr llnlshed his dlnm-t. 
'Air. Blow's 


motion was) carried ami O. W, Arper 
was called upon as the Hint speaker. 
Mt Arptr Hold that ho thought every 
man present realized the importances 
of getting tho road thinugh. 
In the 


olden time it. was said that every road 
led, to Home, tho then tenter of oom- 
inurur and suiroiiniHiw Home was the 
grandest Hyjtem ui highways the world 
had ever seen. That nystem o£ high- 
ways, he said, hail been an. Impotent 
factor In1 making Home the powerful 
city that Bhe was. 
The roads leading 


Into a city, said Mr. Arper could be 
consldrietl a good) barometer of the 
city's prosperity. Good roads always 
shotted probpeilty, progresMvontis and 
public sphlt; had mads a lack of en- 
ergy, a lack of public spit It and down- 
right penurlouBnoss. 
"The road," 
continued Mr. Arper, 


"between one c-f tho richest counties 
and one of the bebt counties In the 
Ktato has always boon a disgrace to 
these two counties. 
It has cost the 


people hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, the lois of Jife and has always 
been a dangor to life and limb. It was 
only last summoi that a eoupie ot peo- 
pie wero injured on. the old Thorn hl'l 
ruad. Lately a member of tha Merch- 
ants' Exchange wus so badly Injured 
that tills tnjuiies may prove perman- 
entv Such has been the condition of 
things from the founding ot the coun- 
ties down to the piuscnt time. It is a 
meio span that divides us, a bagatelle 
In cost. Hero \\e have a proposition 
that will give a markot foi the pio- 
ducts of fei tile vales and valleys. The 
Contra Costa 'people Instead of having 
to take product** ilfty miles to a mar- 
ket would by putting toils load through 
hnve but twelve mile's to go to find a 
market, >an'd Oakland would be bene- 
fited by the trade. And this would all 
come by a mete expenditure of a few 
trifling dollars. 
"Let us concentrate," he said, "our 


efforts on one plan and lay aside per- 
eonal motives 
I say, concentrate our 


efforts on. one plan and then cany it 
through. Nothing was ever gained un- 
less by a concentrated effort and a 
ui Ity of action 


"Thl» is the first time I have ever 


seen both counties ready. It has al- 
ways been, when ome county was le.idy 
thp other wasn't and when tho other 
county was ready, why, 
tho 
other 


wain't. Now there comes a time when 
both counties sue ready and we ohould 
act."I think It IB safe to nay that no man 
over went down that grade with a load 
that ho did not fear the consequences, 
who did not take every precaution to 
see that no accident might bofall him. 
I am no coward but I went over that 
grade not long ago with a light team 
and before going down I got out and 
tied my wheels. 
"My friends, your beauflful and rich 


county is land locked, when an expen- 
diture of a few paltry dollar* would 
give you an excellent market. For fifty 
ycais, the roadu conne'tlnpr the coun- 
ties have been a ban lor to comrrerco 
but now that you arc determined to do 
away with tills condition of things, 
there is no reason why the road should 
nut bo oommync'od Immediately. The 
money that you would expend In build- 
ing this tunnel, would go to tho people 
In youi county and It would rruika their 
Ijank account no laiaer than before. It 
would simply put the money in circu- 
lation. 


"When, thu people of tho two counties 


fully agieu upon what they want, (lie 
Supervisors must cai'iy out the desires 
of the people. If the Supcivlsois will 
not do thla, wo must elect Supervisors 
who will. You have your .County Sur- 
veyor and we of Oakland* have ours. 
Thcsn are the men to decide which i 
the best way to ilo this thing. \Ve 
have tho utmost faith In our Surveyor 
and I suppose you havo the tuuno faith 
In 
yoius. Tho great question Is to 


strike down this barrier to business. It 
Is worse than folly for you to freight 
your goods to and from Sun Francisco. 
Ynur tradu should naturally be Oak- 
land's but you don't dare to handle 
your product over the present load and 
I don't blame you. 


"I don't like to see the'serious looks 


on tho faces of tho Supervisors pres- 
ent. I would rather seu them jovial. 
Tholr piownt looks lead me to believe 
that they are doing a great deal of 
deep thinking. A few miners will go 
to woilc and dig a tunnel no larger 
than the one we proposed to dig. They 
dig with a bare prospect of striking 
,TOld. Thoie is no question about our 
tunnel. It Ig a dead sure shot. Men 
who have made this State what It is 
will go to work with a cliill and dig two 
Inchon a day and keep It up till a larger 
hole than our proponed tunnel is made, 
In the hope of striking gold. Here is 
gold in sight, and hero are two great 
counties full of rich resources stand- 
ing 
appalled before the boring of a 


small hole through a little ridge." 


MR. TALCOTT'3 QUESTION. 


At this point, Supervisor Taloott In- 


terrupted 
with, "Where, Mr. Arper, 


within the. law, Is tho money coming 
from?" 


Mr. Arper answered that they could 


levy taxes. "I suppose," he eald, "that 
no man knows where the last Legisla- 
ture has left us except that they have 
not loft us a thing they -could tako 
avay. Still 
the Supervisors are the 


custodians of tho money of the people. 
It Is foi them to do what the people 
want If possible. They are simply the 
people's 
agents. I read lately in tho 


ew^papers and I don't say that the re-

' Tho cltlus are assessed for $65,000,000. 


leaving ti)0,000,000 outside of city property.

Mr Hemmc, Supervisor from Contra 


Costa county, was tho next speaker. He 
evoked applause by saying that he had 
been in favor of tho road for years, and 
that he bolloved In building the tunnol If 
a means could bo found to do it. 


THE FATHER OF THE TUNNEL. 
Thon L. W. Konnedy, who started tho 


road over twenty years ago, had some- 
thing to say. Said he:

back to Its natural color and tho eye gote 
back its lunlre. Twenty years ago I 
staitccl this road. Contra Costa then had 
a population o£ 20,000.

Under the law then three com- 
missioners wore appointed, one from the 
Board, ono fiom tho Superior Court and 
one from tho company building the road, 
Jf the Supervisors want the road, they 
can condemn it aa they did then." 


"VVhcio H tho money coming from?" 


asked Mr. Talcott, - 


Mr Konnedy sold there were plenty of

A large number of 
those who favor annexation as well as 
mo.ny who are opposed to It, want this 
ofllclal very much, just for tho purpose 
ot stopping several of the antls from 
pasturing tholr horses on their neigh- 
bors lawns, as they are doing at the 
present time.

remove them, the speaker treated of 
the astonishing change which has tak- 
en place during the past century in the 
treatment of criminals. This change 
was both theoretical and practical. It 
had given birth to a new conception of 
the objects of punishment. Formerly, 
under the Influence of a penal theology 
which 
is rapidly losing Ua hold on 


men's minds, the criminal was punish- 
ed for two reasons chiefly: first, to vin- 
dicate the majesty of the law, which 
was supposed to represent the will' of 
God himself, as the -penalties repre- 
sented Hit) retribution. Secondly, evil 
doers 
were punished to deter others 


through force ot example, from com- 
mitting a olrnilar offense. The refor- 
mation 
ot the. offender himself was 


rarely taken Into account. 


NKW PHILOSOPHY OF CRIME. 
"This philosophy of punishment was 


fallacious and has given way to one 
batter established In reason and ex- 
perience. Penologlsts now deprive men 
of their freedom, or of their life; solely 
from 
a necessity to protect society. 


Retribution Is loft to a higher power, 
whoso 
Infinite wisdom and goodness 


alone can justly administer it. 


"To assure the protection of society 


still more effectively the. endeavor Is 
made to reform the criminal, to estab- 
lish a morally responsible self-control- 
lisd manhood within him. By trans- 
forming him Into an Industrious, self- 
supporting and virtuous member of so- 
ciety wo best prevent any recommit- 
ment of his crimes.

AMERICAN. PRISONS. 


"Lot me now," he said, "in closing, 


ask to what degree our American and 
particularly our own local prisons are 
administered in this humane'spirit and 
according to these enlightened methods. 
The answer in .not altogether to our 
credit. A 
hundred years and more 
ego America led tlie world In prison re- 
form. Europe imitated, and Improved 
upon the features first introduced in 
the colony of. William Penn, and others 
of our young* settlements. Today the 
United States are, In penologieal con- 
cerns, behind the most advanced na- 
tions ot the world. One result of our 
•Imperfect methods la to be seen in the 
great increase of crime In this coun- 
try, while In Great Britain and Ire- 
land crime haa been reduced about 
twenty-five per cent during the past 
twenty years, In the United States It 
has grown to formidable figures, and Is 
ever Increasing. There are 100,000 pris- 
oners confined In our jalln and peni- 
tentiaries today. Their 
maintenance 
costs us at least $75,000,000 annually 
They are recruited from a still larger 
criminal population, estimated at 500,-. 
000 In number. 
"I have not been able to ascertain 


the number and cost o( maintenance of 
our prison population In California, but 
Jt Is understood to be larger. In propor- 
tion to our population than that of most 
of the States of our Union. 
"What can be done to reform our 
prisoners, to lessen both the number 
of their Inmates und the cost ol crime? 


"I have already Instanced some of thie 


methods which have proved successful 
for therie ends In the penal experience 
of othor communities conflnlni? myself 
to California and speaking especially 
for 
Oakland. I shall say that we 
neeaed first of all to embody more per- 
fectly in our penal laws and prison ad- 
ministration 
the great principles of 


modern penoloplcal science. Our main 
object nhould be to make possible the 
reformation of the prisoner and. his 
restoration to society as a self-support- 
Ing and well behaved member of It. 
Our prisons, as Bt present conducted, 
are meraly places of detention, and In 
a secondary sense primitive. With the 
exception of our two juvenile reforma- 
tories at Whlttler and lone, In which a 
hopeful beginning has been made, they 
are In no sense educational or redemp- 
tive 
In their character. • They teach 
their Inmates no useful or bread-win- 
ning arts. They make but. slight effort 
to 'reform their character, they do not 
tend to protect society from their rav- 
ages, except for the limited term of 
their Imprisonment. 


"On the other hand, they are nurser- 
ies of Idleness, evil communication, vice 
and bestiality, training schools for re- 
newed and aggravated criminality. :. 


OUR COUNTY AND CITY JAILS. 
'.'I i will not speak of the State peni- 


tentiaries. I know less about them, but 
H Is generally admitted that their -man- 
agement Is vitiated by overcrowding, 
by Imperfect legislation, the political 
spoils Bystem, and the evils of contract 
labor. On 
the whole, however, their 


condition Is vastly better than that of 
our nysteni of county or city Jails, to 
which I desire to devote my remarks 
more 
particularly. The 
center and 


source of the mismanagement, extrava- 
gance and corruption of our prison sys- 
tem Is the county Jail. All penal au- 
thorities however widely th«y may dif- 
fer on other points, agree In this opin- 
ion. The County Jail, to begin with,, la 
a center of political Influences. The of- 
fice of Sheriff IB usually the richest po- 
litical plum In the county, and an ob- 
ject of eager contention by rlvnl par- 
tlzann.. Around It usually cluster the 
bitterest, meanest, most corrupt strug- 
gles oforir local elections. 'The Sheriff. 
Is usually also the warden of the pris- 
on, his subordinates are too often his 
political appointees, selected not for fit- 
ness to deal with prisoners and Improve 
thorn but aa a reward lor party and 
personal service. No one ever heard of 
a Sheriff elected because of his knowl- 
edge of the principles or methods of 
penology, or his philanthropic spirit. 
"Yet If there was ever (i place where 
these qualities Tincl gifts are required, 
it i» In the hend ci an institution de- 
signed to protect society and to reform 
and better men? 


But even1 tt our sheriffs and wardwia 


were fully qualified .for their great of- 
flce, -the conditions 
existing- In our 
county Jail's would preclude their ex- 
ercise. To improve and reform pris- 
oners they must be classified and more 
or less isolated. This la impossible Im 
small, crowded establishments like our 
county Jails, where young and old, In- 
nocent and guilty, aceiwed .and wit- 
ness the novice, in crime, and the faardi. 
«ned -habitue lot .prisons are all con- 
gregated uhd«r .the same roof, and; 
usually In the same; eeHs aha corrt'dbrs. 
The effect? of aubh a miscellaneous 
contact !»' appalmg to- contemplate.-" It- 
is not tootmuoh to say. that every.:«uch 
institution is » mursery of crime, that 
no offender enters It. who does not, 
leave'It a, worse man or 'woman. For; 
to add' to its .pernicious .Influence, our 
present system permits no mamiel lab- 
or to tie performed'in county Jails and 
no schools for the Instruction of their 
Inmates. .Tlie latter are thus out off. 
from the two most stimulating Ihsent- 
ives to moral self recovery which penal 
science f.nm brinR to bear.; Work .and 
education 'congregate idleness' Is:, the 
principal*characteristic of'the connty 
Jail. Thl» atone,would Justify its con- 
demnation and abolishment.

Mr. Hemme, Supervisor from Contra 


Costa county, was the next speaker. He 
evoked applause by saying that he had 
been in favor of, the road for'years, and 
that he believed in building the tunnel If 
a means could be found to do it. 


THE FATHER OF THE TUNNEL. 
Then L. W. Kennedy, who started the 


road over twenty years ago, had some- 
thing to say. Bald he: 


"I am glad to meet you here today, for 


when the fight la on the old hair turns 
back to its natural color and the eye geti 
back its lustre. Twenty years ago I 
started this road. Contra Costa then had 
a population of 20,000. 
"It seems to me that all the talk today 


has not been how to do this work, but 
how it can't be done." 


He then gave a history of the work done 


on the tunnel, saying that $15,000 was ex- 
pended upon it and it was abandoned be- 
cause $5,000 more could not be raised. He 
read the .-names of the original subscrib- 
ers to the tunnel fund and the amount 
that each subscribed, and. among th« 
number were Sohst Bros., who are taking 
so keen an interest in the road at pres- 
ent. 


"We calculated to put to one set more 


of timber in this side," said he, "when 
we struck a body of water and our work 
was washed away. It 'didn't go to the Su- 
pervisors. "Under tire law then three com- 
missioners were appointed, one from the 
Board, one from the Superior Court and 
.one from the company building the road. 
If the. Supervisors want the road, they 
can condemn it as they did then." 


"Wh-ore is the money coming from?" 


asked Mr. Talcott. - 


Mr. Kennedy said thare were plenty of 


places to get It... They- could take up. a 
subscription if necessary. 
He did not 


blame Mr. Taleott, for he had bought 
milk from him twenty years ago, and it 
was always .good milk, but the idea of 
stuttering before the project was'ridicu- 
lous. He spoke of-the. advantages to be 
derived from both counties. He said that 
before election the 'Supervisors did not 
think they were being dictated to when 
men talked to them, and he saw no reason 
why they should think so now. The peo- 
ple, he said, were the same now as before 
election. 


"Why not start the subscription right 


now?" asked Mr. Nusbaumer. "If the 
Merchants' Exchange will take hold of 
this matter It can be carried through.

pilaons of Oakland 


After an introduction setting forth 


the personal responsibility of all good 
citizens, all lovers of their kin and all 
church 
members to acquaint them- 


selves with the nature and sources of 
crime and how best to ameliorate and 
remove them, the speaker treated of 
the astonishing change which has tak- 
en plaoe during the past century in the 
tieatment of criminals This change 
was both theoretical and practical. It 
had given birth to a new conception of 
the objects of punishment. Formerly, 
under the Influence of a penal theology 
which 
la rapidly losing its hold on 


men s minds, the criminal was punish- 
ed for two reasons chiefly first, to vin- 
dicate the majesty of the law, which 
was supposed to represent the will of 
God himself, as th<* penalties repre- 
sented His retribution. Secondly, »vll 
doers 
-were punished to deter others 


through force of example, from com- 
mitting a aimilar offense 
The refor- 


mation 
of the offender himself was 


rarely taken into account. 


NUW PHILOSOPHY OF CRIME. 
' This philosophy of punishment 


fallacious and has given way to one 
better established in reason and ex- 
perience Penologlsts now deprive men 
of their freedom, or of their life, solely 
from 
a necessity to protect society 


Retribution is left to a higher power, 
•nhoae 
infinite wisdom and goodness 


alone can Justly administer it. 


' To assure the protection of society 


still more effectively the endeavor is 
made to refmm the criminal, to rntab 
lish a morally responsible self-control- 
led manhood within him. By trans- 
forming him into an industrious, self- 
supporting and virtuous member of so- 
ciety we best prevent any recommit- 
ment of his crimes 
' The spirit of humanity, penologlcn.1 
science, and a true interpretation of 
Christianity 
is working, he said, 
mighty 
transformation In our treat- 
ment of prisoners and organised per- 
suasion is taking the place of coercive 
restraint. Force never yet created vir- 
tue To develop that we must appeal 
to 
spiritual motives and enlist the 
criminal's own -will in the work of hl«i 
moral regeneration. Hence the appeal 
nowadays is to his hopes rathei than 
to his fears, to his ambition rather than 
his alarm To keep alive in the breast 
of the criminal these hopes and ambi- 
tions a well devised and skillfully ap- 
plied system of rewards for good con- 
duct and industry have been set in 
force " 
The speaker described several 
of 
these, such as the abbreviation of the 
term of Imprisonment by good behav- 
ior Second, 
the indefinite sentence 
through which a convict may be restor- 
ed to society whenever he is deserving 
of its confidence, or kept beyond the 
term of his sentence for further treat- 
ment Thirdly, the conditional or pro- 
bationary sentence, firer* Introduced by 


ted The Belgian prisons are now ••- 
teemed th« be-it in the world. 
"Fourthly, the assignment of a tmall 
portion of the prisoner s earning* 
family or towards a fund for 
own use when he aga.n faces the world. 
All European governments do this, but 
America 
xtlll lags In the rear. In 
France 
the amount thus ret apart 
range* from twenty-five to thirty-five 
cents a day 
Lastly, 
Dr. "W>ndte described the 
Elmlra system of Zerah R. Brockway 
with 
its gradual withdrawal of re- 
straints and enlargement of privileges, 
its three classes of prisoners ever tend- 
ing upwards from the last of which the 
reformed man graduates Into a respon- 
sible citizenship once more 
The wonderful success of these new 
method's la the best vindication of the 
soundness of the principle* on which 
they are based. 


AMERICAN PRISONS. 
"J>t me now," he said, "In closing, 


ask to what degree our American and 
particularly our own local prisons are 
administered in this humane spirit and 
according to these enlightened methods. 
The answer is not altogether to our 
credit A 
hundred years and more 
ago America led the world In prison re- 
form. Europe imitated, and improved 
upon the features first introduced in

costs us at least $75,000,000 annually 
They are recruited from a still larger 
criminal population, estimated at 500,- 
000 in number 
'I have not been able to ascertain 
the number and cost ot maintenance of 
our prison population in California, but 


against the city or county The State 
alone can adequately protect society 
by applying the methods of criminal 
reformation dictated by the good cense 
and- humanity of our age It can pro- 
vide manual labor, -varied and grad- 
uated: to Individual ability and need. 
This labor ought never to be und«r the

OU.R COUNTY AND CITY JAILS 
"I.will not speak of the State peni- 


tentiaries I know less about them, but 
it is generally admitted that their man- 
agement is vitiated by overcrowding, 
by imperfect legislation, the political 
spoils system, and the evils of contract 
labor On the whole, however, their 
condition is vastly better than that of 
our system of county or city Jails, to 
which I desire to devote my remarks 
more 
particularly 
The center and 
source of the mismanagement, extrava- 
gance and corruption of our prison sys- 
tem is the county Jail All penal au- 
thorltlei however widely they may dif- 
fer on other points, agree in this opin- 
ion. The County Jail to begin with is 
a center of political Influences 
The of- 
fice of Sheriff Is usually the richest po- 
litical plum In the courty, and an ob- 
ject of eager contention by rival par- 
tizans Around It usually cluster the 
bitterest, meanest, most corrupt strug- 
gles of our local elections The Sheriff, 
Is usually also the warden of the pris- 
on, his subordinates are too often hla 
political appointees, selected not for fit- 
ness to deal with prisoners and improve 
thorn but as a reward for party and 
personal service No one ever heard of 
a Sheriff elfcted, because of his knowl- 
edge of the principles or methods of 
penology, or his philanthropic spirit 
"Yet If there was ever a place where 
these qualities Vnd gifts are required. 
it is in the head cf an institution de- 
signed to protect society and to reform 
and better men' 


But even If our sheriff* and: wardens 
were fully qualified for their great of- 
flce, the conditions existing In our 
county Jail's would preclude their ex- 
ercise 
To Improve «md reform pris- 
oners they must be classified and more 
or less Isolated This la impossible to 
small, crowded- establishments like our 
county Jails, where young and old, in- 
nocent and guilty, accueed and wit- 
ness the novice in crime, and the hard- 
ened habitue of prisons are all con- 
gregated under the same roof, and 
usually In the same cells and corridors 
The effect of such a miscellaneous 


pete as little a» may be with free labor 
in the open market 
Biut, in any case, 
this competition has been grossly ex- 
aggerated 
Competent Judges estimate 
the total value of convict labor in the 
United States to be much less than 
two per cent of the total labor pro- 
duct of our country 
The opposition 
of labor unions to -the employment of 
prisoners is therefore as senseless as 
it is selfish and cruel 
"Only in State Institutions can- meth- 
ods of Individual reform Toe wisely and 
successfully undertaken, and the as- 
sociated forces of labor, education, dis- 
cipline, 
morality and 
-religion be 
brought to bear -upon th« offender. 


ENGLiAND'B EXPERIENCE 
'In 1877 all the prisons in the British 


Islea -were transferred to the general 
go\ eminent 
The municipal «nd coun- 


ty Jails in England ar-e now occupied 
principally 
by 
prisoners awaiting 
triad, or by p«tty offenders 
T*ese are 
confined in separate cells, m which 
they are kept at tiork, with proper 
exercise twice a day in. the prison 
yard 
In 
England every prisoner, 
from the moment be enters the prison 
van until his conviction" e-n-d transfer 
to a State institution, is entirely sep- 
arated from every other prisoner, and 
sees no one but the prison officials and 
his legal adviser 
One result, of this 
transfer to State control has been to 
reduce crime In the. British Isles 25 
per cent in the last twenty years " 
In dosing Mr Wendte pleaded for a 
woman matron In ali prisons 
It was 
chocking to submit female prisoners, 
even if degraded to the close Inspec- 
tion and handling of men 
The wo- 
men of Oakland ought to insist on this I 
reform 
He also urged that a peifconal j 


selves the exclusive title "liberals " Now. 
the speaker did not wish to be misunder- 
stood. He did not mean to lay that Ra- 
man Catholicism evangelicalism and 'ItD- 
erallsm" Illustrated no other than the 
principles mentioned, any more than that 
a man o* a sanguine or nervous tempera- 
ment lll«lstrat»d nothing eJse In bis char- 
acter than sangmlnlty or nervousness. But 
he did mean to say that Romanism, Metn- 
odism and Unttarlanlem were pretty fair 
gencrmt types, each In Its own way, ot 
these three principles that of religious 
authority, religious affection and religious 
speculation, and his point was that, whllfr 
«ach of these three principles was excel- 
lent in its way, and all three were neces- 
sary to a well balanced character, the 
danger lay in exaggerating any one of 
these principles to the exclusion of the 
other two The church that did that was 
not adapted to embrace all classes in the1 
community and could never hope to be 
otherwise than local in Its character W« 
could not afford to hand over the Inter- 
ests of our American Christianity to th< 
exclusive control of any one of. the three 
Whatever might be the shortcomings of 
the Anglican communion—and they were 
many—it had at least this quality of com- 
prehensiveness It had that quality which 
the celebrated De Malstre recogntsea 
when he said of it • that with one hand 
she touches u« and with the other the 
Protestants " In this very quality, then, 
which was fancied by some as a weak- 
ness, lay the real strength of that nnlque 
body of Christians today, that compre- 
hended over 30 000,000 of the English speak- 
ing race. The Anglican communion Im- 
posed no sect shibboleths. She made room 
for the hirhs, the lows and the broads. 
She Imposed only the old creeds of Chris- 
tendom, minus none of the deti actions of 
liberalism, plus none of the additions of 
modem Romanism She allowed every In- 
dividual his pet whimsicalities of opinion, 
and any man could ride Into her commun- 
ion mounted on his own hobby, provided 
that he accepted th» old faith Hence she 
had her "ritualists" who vied with Roma 
in ceremonljs her "low" churchmen who 
leaned towfrds revivals and her "broad" 
churchmen who believed In evolution and 
contradicted the Mosaic authorship of the 
Pentatturh 
These representatives oiten 
contradicted each other, and controversies 
were often warm, because human nature 
was what It was but these were among 
the penalties that must be paid as the 
price of liberty.
